The springs and streams, the reservoirs and every 
inch of of the territory over which the water 
comes are all under constant supervision. We 
derive the benefit. 


The life processes of the body throw off 


poisons through the kidneys, bowels and skin. 
The kidneys are the chief agents of elimination. 


The blood requires a continuous stream of water. If it does not 
get the right amount otherwise, it absorbs water from the intestine 
and other tissues. In this way it receives poisons also. The bowels are 
left dry and constipated.
